Gold is once again a matter of grave 
concern to statesmen. 


When the prices of all commodities 
fell precipitously in 1929, many Gov- 
ernments, against the advice of the 
best economists, revalued gold, sus~ 
pened gold payments, and printed 
large quantities of paper money in or- 
der to make commodity prices rise. 

The desired effect was achieved, but 
economists warned the Governments 
that in consequence the production in 
gold would become greatly expanded, 
and that commodity prices and the 
cost of living would certainly rise to. 
nigh levels. 5 

Governments are now fearful that 
these forecasts are coming true, and 
so they are talking of reducing the 
production of. gold, and of making it 
worth less money, so as to reduce in 
turn the prices of all products, and so 
of the cost of living. 

If this is done, however, many peo- 
ple, wheat producers in particular, 
will certainly be seriously harmed. 

The wiser plan, it would seem, 
would be for Governments not to tam-. 
per with gold again, but redistribute 
it to the nations that urgently need 
it, and particularly to remove the pre- 
sent harsh restrictions against trade 
so that an abundance of goods and 
products may be made available to all 
the people. Then all the gold will be 
needed to support the increased world 
trade.

oz. whole allspice 
oz. whole cinnamon 

1 oz. celery seed 

Pour the boiling syrup over the 
pickles and let stand for 24. hours. 
Drain; again bring syrup to boil and 
pour over pickles. Repeat for three 
consecutive days in all. Seal in 
sterile jars or use from the crock.
